OPERATING REVENUES 

It will be noted that gross revenues show an increase of 32.0 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show 
an increase of 33.0 per cent. 

Passenger and freight revenue statistics appear in Statements Nos. 9 and 10 of this report. 

FREIGHT REVENUE: 42.5 per cent of the total operating revenues, increased $588,941.73, or 23.5 per cent. 

PASSENGER REVENUE: 37.0 per cent of the total operating revenues, increased $570,731.93, or 51.7 per cent. 

OTHER REVENUE: Other transportation revenues increased $83,731.67, or 33.7 per cent. 

Other operating revenues increased_$34,838.16, or 16.8 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 390 cross ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 24,077 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 4,493 cross ties and 31 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 28,960 an average of 252 ties per mile. Average cost per tie, 1.72. 
BALLAST: 

There were 43,420 cu. yds. of crushed stone and gravel ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, an in¬ 
crease of 15,167 cu. yd. as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

There were 6 trestles, 962 lineal feet, repaired, consuming 14,302 feet board measure of lumber. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 

All buildings and platforms were fully maintained, consuming 44,646 feet board measure of lumber. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

Maintenance of equipment expenses, 12.62 per cent of the total operating revenues and 16.80 per cent of the total operating 
expenses, increased $115,822.36, or 27.5 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $11,312.11, an increase of $957.22, 
or 9.2 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 23.98 cents as against 
23.55 cents the preceding year, an increase of 1.8 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $2,316.20, an increase of $347.12, 
or 17.6 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year: 
Locomotives: 

Number given heavy repairs 11, as compared with 14 last year. 

Number given light repairs 67, as compared with 74 last year. 


Passenger Oars: 

Number throughly overhauled, painted and varnished 8, as compared with 22 last year. 

Number given light repairs 282, as compared with 161 last year. 

Freight Oars: 

Number given heavy repairs 22, as compared with 71 last year. 

Number given light repairs 282, as compared with 485 last year. 

TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 2.33 per cent of the total operating revenues and 3.10 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$2,669.76, or 2.4 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 44.27 per cent of the total operating revenues and 58.95 per cent of the total operating expenses, 
increased $481,036.27, or 38.8 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 

General expenses, 2.66 per cent of the total operating revenues and 3.54 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$20,428.89, or 21.3 per cent. 


ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS 

The net changes in property account during the year, as reflected by Statement No. 6, were as follows:

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INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 


The continued increase in industrial employment income, government purchases, lend lease and consumer demand of 
agricultural products were accompanied by increase farm production, despite labor scarcity, machinery and fertilizer prob¬ 
lems. Prices received by farmers for farm products advanced 12% over previous year and prices paid by farmers were relatively 
higher. Value of all crops increased 38% over 1942. 

COTTON-COTTONSEED: Production of cotton and cottonseed decreased .6% but increased in value of lint 6%, seed 
13% and combined value of lint and seed 7% as compared with 1942. The average lint yield was 254 pounds per acre, comp- 
pared with the previous ten years average of 219 pounds. The harvested cotton acreage was the lowest since 1872. Cotton 
consumed by mill s increased 3% over the previous year, an all time record and compared with a 1% decrease for the nation. 

FOOD AND FEED CROPS: Production of all food and feed crops compare favorably with the previous banner year, 1942. 
Soil improvement crops, pasturage and erosion control exceed that of any previous year of record. Large quantities of products 
of the farm and VICTORY GARDENS were processed by local canneries and in the family kitchen. Weather conditions were 
generally favorable. 

LIVE STOCK: The continued improvement in quality, production and value of beef, swine, mules, dairy animals and 
poultry was general throughout the territory. The unit value of all farm animals remained at high levels. 

PEACHES: The crop was a near failure. A decrease of 74% in production of peaches was accompanied by a decrease of 
18% in value, as compared with the 1942 crop. Only a small quantity of peaches were canned and consumed by local markets. 
The unit price of $5.35 a bushel, the highest price of record, compared with $1.75 a bushel the previous year. 

While labor, fertilizer and farm machinery shortages were evident, the end of the year found the farm plant in fair condi¬ 
tion. Farmers did an excellent job under adverse conditions. 

GENERAL * 


EARNINGS 


Your company earned $5,278,914 in 1943 from its transportation services, the largest sum of money it has ever received in 
any single year. In 1943, as in 1942, the volume of traffic handled was enlarged greatly by demands incident to the war effort, 
supplemented by traffic diverted to the railroads because of the curtailment of highway transportation on account of the 
rubber shortage and gasoline rationing. Despite the fact that the company in 1943 did the largest business in its history, 
its net income was less than in 1942 by some $134,000 because of the substantial increase in operating costs and taxes. Rail¬ 
way tax accruals in 1943 were $1,367,016 or the equivalent of $55.49 per share of outstanding stock. 

EXPENSES 


Operating expenses, amounting to $3,086,818, increased $765,863 over 1942, or 33%. Contributing to the increase were 
higher wage accruals and increased cost of fuel and other supplies, but the principal reason therefor was due-to the heavier 
volume of traffic handled. 


INCREASE IN RATES OF PAY 


In the summer and fall of 1942, proposals for large increases in pay rates were filed with the railroads by railroad labor 
organizations representing practically all classes of employees. 

This question was handled step by step through the usual procedure required by the Railway Labor Act, and was com¬ 
plicated by Wage Stabilization Regulations in effect under the authority of the Federal Government because of war condi¬ 
tions. In cases where wage increases were agreed to, the Federal authorities gave only modified approval. 

President Roosevelt acted as refree for two operating crafts, and following his decision increases were negotiated with the 
remaining operating and non-operating groups, as follows: 


Operating Group- 

Four cents per hour effective retroactive to April, 1943. 

Five cents additional, effective December 27, 1943, in lieu of claims for overtime after 40 hours per week and expenses 
while away from home. 

Vacation of one week per year with pay at the basic daily rate of last service performed. 

Non-Operating Group- 

All wages less than 47 cents per hour, 10 cents per hour 

All those receiving 47 cents and less than 57 cents per hour, 9 cents per hour. 

All those receiving 57 cents and less than 70 cents per hour, 8 cents per hour. 

All those receiving 70 cents and less than 80 cents per hour, 7 cents per hour. 

All those receiving 80 cents and less than 90 cents per hour, 6 cents per hour. 

All those receiving 90 cents and less than 97 cents per hour, 5 cents per hour. 

All those receiving 97 cents and over per hour, 4 cents per hour—all effective retroactively to February 1, 1943. 
Supplementary increases were also authorized, effective December 27, 1943, in lieu of claims for overtime after 40 hours 
per week, which when added to the above scale will produce total increase of— 

Eleven cents per hour for those receiving 10 cents per hour 
Ten cents per hour for those receiving 9 cents per hour, and 
Nine cents per hour for all other employees. 
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It is estimated these increases in wages, including retirement and unemployment taxes thereon, amounted to about $133,- 
126 for 1943, and will amount to about $213,031 for 1944, based on 1943 employment. The increase due to vacation allowances 
is not yet determinable but will further augment the 1944 estimate.
